The Nineteenth, in the Morning it was ſeriouſly diſcuſſed 
and deliberated by the Provinces, upon the Subject of the 
Commuſlion ; and in the Evening the Aflembly mer again,and 
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approved by a General Conſent and Declaration, the Propo-

That the Uſe of the Power of the Pope ought to be li- 
muted by the Canons; andthat he can do nothing to the pre- 
jadice 'of rhe Ancient Cuſtoms and Liberties of the Gallick

TV. That the Pope hath Principal Authority in Marrers per- 
taining to Faith: Burthar his Decifions or Judgments arc not 
certain without the Conſent of the Church. 


After this the Biſhop of Tournay read to them the Con- 
tents of a Letter which he had been defired to prepare to be 
ſent with this Declarationto all the Biſhops of France, in the 
Name of the Aſſembly. He read alſo a Memoire in Confor- 
mity thereunto ; whereupon the Clergy deſired of the Kin 
a Declaration , whereby his Majeſty ſhould ſtrictly Order al 
Profeſffors 1m Divinity and Canon Law , to teach the Do- 
Erine contained in theſe Four Articles , whichis the Ancient 
Doctrine of the Kingdom, 'and ſhall prohibit all Communi- 
ties Secular and Regular, to teach. the contrary. 

' The Archbiſhop of. Paris propos'd to the Aflembly to no- 
mimate the Commiſſioners to examine the- Matter of the Tu- 


riſdichon, which of long time reſts undecided , and which 
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ſhould ſettle the Secular Power gf the Magi acy, by Confor- 
mity to the. Power of the Church, of the Qrgtagtions 
thereof: Which having beenapproved, he named Six Com 
muiſſioners of the Firſt Order, and as many of the Second Or-

The King Order'd by this Edict,* That the Declarations 
of the Clergy of France ſhall be Regiſtred in all the Courts of 
Parliament, Balliages, Uniyerſities , and Faculties of Theo- 
logy and Canon Law of his Kingdom , Lands, and Domi- | 
niohs under his Obedience. 


The King pro (bits all Is Subjects and Strangers Secu- 
tar and Regular , within his Kingdom, to teach any thing 
contrary torhe Doctrine contained in this Declaration. 


He Ordains , That thoſe which ſhall be choſen to teach 
Divinity 1n all the Colledges of each Univezlity, ſball ſub- 
ſcribe the ſame Declaration, and fhall agree' to teach-che Do- 
Erine therein contained. 


That in all the C—_ where there ſhall be ſeveral 
Profeflors Secular or Regular, one of them ſhall be bound 


every year to teach the Doctrine contained in the. ſaid 
Decla- 
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Declaration ; and where there ſhall be but one Profef* 
ſor, he ſhall be obliged to teach-one'the three years ſac-
